Prince Edward Island baa taken atepe to 
reform its provincial legislature, and reduce 
the coet of local government. At present 
the legislature of the province consists of 
a legislative council of thirteen members, 
elected by persons owning real estate to the 
value of $120 or over ; and an assembly of 
thirty members elected under manhood 
suffrage. The local government has intro 
duced a measure to abolish both chambers 
and to establish in their stead a single 
legislative body to be composed of fifteen 
members elected by the present legislative 
council electors and fifteen elected by 
manhood suffrage votere. The present 
assembly electoral divisions are to be 
continued and eaoh assenbly district is to 
elect one of each olass of representatives. 
In this way the principle of protection to 
property owners is to be continued, while 
at the same time the cost of legislation will 
be greatly reduoed.

PASSED PEACEFULLY A H AY. 

Hon. Alex. Mackenzie, one ot the ablest 
and the most upright of the many men 
who have held sway in Canada, died at 12.- 
40 on Sunday morning. 

A self-made man, an able honest states¬ 
man—an unswerving adherent to what he 
believed to be right—lion. Alex. Mackenzie 
earned for himself the respect of aJl honest 
men, not only in Canada but whoreever 
Canada and Canadian affairs have been 
discussed and understood. He rose from 
the humble but honest calling of a stone¬ 
mason to bo the First Minister of this great 
Dominion, and he had the proud satisfac¬ 
tion of knowing that even his most bitter 
opponents had to confess before he diod 
that ho was an honest administrator, and 
that tho slanders—many and bitter—re¬ 
tailed against him by unscrupulous oppo¬ 
nents were without foundation in fact. 

Hon. Alexander Mackenzie, as we learn 
from a well-informed biographer, was born 
in Logierait, near Dunkeld, Perthshire, 
Scotland, on 28th January, 1822. His 
father was an architect and contractor, and 
his son, Alexander,Avas designed for tho 
same calling, beginning, as is the custom in 
Scotland, with a practical grounding in ma 
sonry. The lad was taught the rudiments at 
his birthplace, acquiring all the essential 
branches of an English education, but ho 
did not rest content with what ho had 
learned in the schools, and continued the 
pursuit of knowledge at the old cathedral 
city of Dunkeld, and at Perth. His father 
died in 1836 leaving behind him seven sons 
all of whom aftorwards settled in Canada, 
Alexander being the third of the number. 
Oneothor member of the family developed 
great promise, Hope F. Mackenzie, but he 
was not spared long to the career which he 
had begun so brilliantly. In 1801, however 
he routed Mr. William McDougal in North 
Oxford, and continued to hold the seat un¬ 
til his untimely death, in 1845 Alexander 
emigrated to Canada, settling in Kingston, 
Out. Whilst at work on tho fortifications 
of tho Limestone City Mr. Mackenzie made 
the acquaintance of Sir John A. Macdonald 
Sir Alexander Campbell and the Hon. O. 
Mowat. After a time Mr, Mackenzie set up 
business for himself as a builder and con¬ 
tractor at what was known as Port Sarnia. 
Here, while tho storm of party passion was 
at its height, tho futuro Premier of the 
Dominion calmly conducted his private 
business, though it is said that lie was all 
the while gravely and with the most pains¬ 
taking care studying political questions, 
lie had been a Whig in Scotland, and he 
brought his Liberalism with him across 
tho sea. It is not to be wondered at that 
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Reported by Fred. Paul. 

A woman’s heart will hold hope, and 
breathe faith, longer than that of a man.

An ordinary man starting out for business 
tomorrow morning will start bat to see how 
muoh he can do in the day ; wbat to-day’s 
sales will be; what to days undertakings 
will procure him. When he wants to know 
about what he has, and what his financial 
standing is, the ordinary man will ooant 
very little upon the prospeots of to-morrow; 
he will balance up his books, and take 
stook, and oount his cash, and find ont jnst 
what hie standing is to-day. But woman 
lives for the future. Her future is wrapped 
up in her little child, her boy Is her future 
Her great element of life is motherhood, 
whether she ia ever a mother or not, 
and motherhood is always looking to the 
future. It is not what the little ohild is 
now, it is what the child will be, and that 
element becomes strikingly characteristic 
of woman, so that a woman will hold to 
hope longer than a man ; and so while two 
of the men have started back to their old 
occupations, and were on their way to 
Emmaue, two of the women have gone to 
the sepulohre, to the pl&oe where the body 
of Jesus was laid. Two men have risen in 
the morning and are starting on their 
journey. “ It is all over with us now,” 
they say, “ we may as well return to our 
fishing and to our former occupations ” and 
so with downcast hearts, and lowered 
heads, they start to Emmaus: but two 
women, with hope clinging to the future, 
go to the sepnlchre. Thank God for that 
even ending hope, that is in the woman’s 
heart, for the faith that lifts life upward 
and looks onward and says “ there agust 
bo something better in time to come." 
For while the father when he finds that his 
prodigal son has spent all his money and 
has drawn on his credit in the bank, has 
never gone to the extent of forgery, while 
tho father will cover it np for the sake of 
not having his name disgraoed, yet there 
will come into his eyes a hardness, and he 
will slam the door on his boy, but the 
mother will cling to him, for she says “We 
have loved him so, and have prayed so 
much for him, surely there is something 
better ahead,’’ and she will cling to him, 
with a mothers hope for the future, while 
hor heart still holds fast to hope. 

Bo tlieso women who went to the sepul 
chre, if for nothing more, to see the place 
where tho body of Jesus was, perhaps 
thinking there might be something, per¬ 
haps remembering what Christ had said, 
about rising the third day ; I cannot tell 
what was in their hearts, but, the fact was, 
they went to the sepulchre. 

The angel sat upon the stone that he had 
rolled away from the sepulchre, and he 
said in the beautiful language that has 
been read in your hearing, “ Fear not ye, 
for I know that ye seek Jesus who was 
crucified. Ho is not here, He is risen. 
Come, see the place where the Lord lay.” 
Come see the evidence he is risen. Are we 
not in the position of these women ? How 
often you have wanted to see Christ! How 
often you have wanted the presence of 
Christ ! How often you have prayed for 
the actual presence of Christ ! There comes 
to you and to me the declaration of this 
angel unto the woman who visited the 
sepulchro—Ho is not here for he has risen. 

And when we have gone into the storm 
of life, as the disciples went into the storm 
on the sea of Galilee, and the winds and 
tho waves have risen, and the ship trembled 
we have been fearful and have wanted to 
step down into the hold of the vessel and 
lay our hand upon the actual person of 
Christ, and say, “ Master, carest thou not 
that we perish ” and have him come up in 
actual form, and step on the deck of the 
vessel, and stand on the bow and say, 
“ Peace, be still.” 

But He was not there, we could not put 
our haud upon him in the midst of the 
storm, while the ship ia tossed to and fro, 
but we have prayed, and our hearts have 
taken on courage, and we have held fast, 
and v/e have trusted till by and by the 
ship has reached the harbor. Or perhaps 
there has been wreckage in some way and 
we have realized that Christ was not there 
and we said “ If ho had been here, we 
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Mound you at tbs grave somebody else bad 
out an arm around you before. When that 
friend spoke so gently to you somebody 
•tss had spoken gently is you before that 
Mend spoke at all. O^. yes, Christ was 
tfcere in spirit, and it Was tetter the ' 
was not there tn person, for If He 
raised the dead one to life he would ke*t‘ 
had to go'ihroogh the pain of dying again. 

Is it not enough to die onoe T 

He is not bare, He is risen. It is better 
■o, it is better so. 

As he said “Let not your heart be 
troubled I go to prepare a plaoe tor you,” 
that is what He said : Ye believe in Me. 

In my Father’s house are many mansions ; 
if It were not so I would have told you. I 
go to prepare a plaoe for you, and if I go 
and prepare a plaoe for you I will oome 
again and reoeive you unto myself that 
where I am ye may be also.” And he has 
gone to prepare ^plaoe for us, and Oh ! if 
Christ is to be on one side of the river or 
the other, if Christ is to be here to start ms 
over or to be on the other side to meet me 
when I arrive, I had rather have him ovuiy | Ar 
there. I had rather Christ should be oujLvs 
the other side waiting my ooming. For It 
is appointed onto man onoe to die and 
after that judgment. I want Christ to be 1 Ar 
over there. 

I want hie word, His spirit, His salvation 
hegp ; but I want the real self of Christ 
over there. Whep my feet have gone down 
till the water has oome up to my ankles and 
then ap to my kneee and then np to my 
girdle and then up to my shoulders and to 
my ohin and then has gone over my head, 
and whenj oome fp on the other tide, I 
want that wounded hand reached down to 
lift me np above the wavee as it was reached 
down to lift up Peter above the waves of 
Galilee. I want to come up to the shore, 
up among the angels and arch-angels ; I 
want to go into that great oompany by the 
side of Jesus. 

I shall not be a/raid to go neaT the throne 
of God with Jeans, I shall not be afraid to 
be judged the great Judge if I am with 
Jesus. I shall not be afraid to go up into 
the new land and look upon thoee magnifl- aor 
cent creatures, those nnsinning beings; I 
shall not be afraid to walk the streets of 
the great and beautiful oity, amid the 
towers and the temples, amidst all the 
grandeur of heaven ; I shall not be afraid 
though my spirit may be little in com¬ 
parison to others, though I may have but 
little of valae by the side of those great and 
mighty princes of God : Yes I had rather 
he would be over there, for I might die 
to-night, I don’t know. Borne of yon 
may touch that other shore before another 
Easter has come, I don’t know. I am glad 
that Christ died ; that Christ rose again ; 
that Christ went up on high to prepare a 
plaoe and he will lead me to it. He will 
take me to the place he haB prepared for 
me, and it will be all mine. Who £puld 
have prepared a place for me if Christ had 
stayed here ? How Bhonld I have had an 
introduction into that world beyond if 
Christ had stayed here? Who would have 
represented me if Christ had not gone? 

But there is one standing among the mighty 
princes and kings of eternity, those spirits 
that have come down from thousands and 
and possibly hundreds of thousands of ages 
in the past, those mysterious ones of God. 
in connsel with God ; there stands in his 
presence One with wonnded hands and 
wounded feet and wounded side, who 
represents me. He is my ambassador. 

He represents me And there is allotted 
unto him a plaoe in Glory for his people, 
for his bride. Thank God Christ is not 
here, He is risen. Thank God Christ is 
risen. Come see the place wbtre the Lord 
lay. My hear? is full of tenderness full of 
thanksgiving to-day. I have said a few 
things to you on this subject,'Which is ap 
large that if I were to talk foe hours I 
could not tell all that is in my heart. He 
is not here He is risen. Thank God he is 
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risen. 

He has gone tc prepare a place for 
us. Thank God those of you who shall 
touch the other rjshore before another 
Easter comes, will And that Jesus has gone 
through the grave before you, that He has 
gone through the river before you, and that 
be has gone to that other shore, making it 
easier for you to oome. He is over there 
to prepare a place for you in the Kingdom 
of our God.

It is not to be wondered at that 
the autocratic and reactionary doings of 
Lord Metealfo met with his heartiest dis¬ 
approval. 

In 1852 appeared tho Lambton Shield 
with Mr. Mackenzie as its editor ; and for 
two years* with singular clearness, force 
and directness, he contended through the 
columns of that paper for that expansion 
of popular liberty, which, not a little 
through his exertions in practical political 
lifo was afterwards achieved. Ho waB first 
elected to Parliament in lsiil for Lambton 
and he had no sooner taken his placo in 
tho House than ho attracted attention. Ilia 
style of parliamentary debate was unusual. 
It waB thorough, and became at once very 
acceptable. There was no bluster, no 
unsupported assertion, no freaks of blind 
passion ; but every conclusion was reasoned 
from plainly established grounds, in tho 
most lucid fuir and incisive language. 
Perhaps there was no other member in the 
House then and certainly not since— 
whoso utterances revealed so much patient 
and accurato research ; and the quality and 
*• capacity for taking trouble,” us Thomas 
Carlyle phrased it, was characteristic of 
his whole subsequent career. 

lie moulded much useful legislation 
including in tho list tho cnactinont of a 
stringent election law, with tho trial of 
election petitions by judges, and vote by 
ballot, and the abolition of the real estate 
qualifications of members: the better 
administration of penitentiaries; the 
enactment of a marine telegraph law 
which virtually abolished tho monopoly of 
the cable company; the establishment of 
a Dominion military college and the 
improvement of tho militia nystem ; tho 
| enlargement of the canals and tho per¬ 
manent organization of civil service ; tho 
establishment of Supreme court for the 
Dominion ; the reduction of postago to and 
from tho Unitfd States; the free delivery* 
of postal matter in cities and towns; the 
opening of/ direct mail communication with 
the West .Lillies; The construction of a 
transcontinental telegraph line ; tho bettor 
administration of Government railways; 
improved copyright law’; tho adoption of a 
final route for tho C. P. It., from Lake 
Superior to the Rod River and from 
Kamloops to Port Moody ; the opening of 
negotiations, conducted on our behalf by 
uur own delegate in person, between Can 
ndaandthe Uiiitad States for the establish 
ment of an eqtfcnablo reciprocity treaty 
between Hie two countries ; a new insolvent 
law; tho establishment of Territorial 
Government for the great Northwosfc and 
tho Temperance (Scott) Act. In addition, 
two very important questions which for 
somo time agitated the public mind and 
threatened tho gravest complications—the 
Manitoba amnesty and the Now Brunswick 
school question—weroatisfactorily adjusted 
during his administration. 

Mr. Mackenzie’s health has been failing 
for several years, but hopes were entertain¬ 
ed that absence from strain and overwork 
might restore him to a vigorous old age. 
lie was twice married. His first wife was 
Helen, daughter of Win, McNeil, Irvine, 
Scotland, who died on Jan 2, 185*2, leaving 
a daughter who is now tho-wife of Rev. Dr. 
Thompson, nresbyterian minister at Sarnia 
Out. On Juno. 17, 1853, ho aguin married 
the estimable lady who for many years 
proved to bo his guardian angel—a 
womanly woman, respected as few ever are 
— Jane Sym, oldest daughter of tho late 
K bert Sym, of Perthshire, Scotland. Mr. 
Mackenzie was twice offered the honor of 
knighthood by the (Jueon, whom lie served 
so faithfully, but on both occasions, with 
tho llonorables George Iirown, Edward 
Blake and Oliver Mowat the honor was 
respectfully declined.

Berlin, April 19. —Tho criminal court in

in recent years. More than 50 witnesses 
wero summoned to tostify to their losses 
through Muller, and about 75 more were 
ready to tostify, but wero not called upon, 
as the ease niruiustfthc pastor was complete 
without them. 

It wait sliowh at the trial that Muller 
began swindling his parishioners us soon us 
he sealed in a village near Oldenburg 
several yenrs ago, and that be had continu¬ 
ed the practicu without intermission until 
fear of exposure induced him to tlee. Ho 
told lho peasants that lie could invest their 
money for them at a large rale of interest in 
Beilin, ami more than l(><> of the petty 
tand-nwncis and shopkeepers entrusted 
to him sums varying between 1D00 
and 1500 marks, lie*induced the parish to 
buy a lot next to the church for ,30,000 
marks on representation that the itoman 
Catholics were about to buy it. He col 
lotted the purchase twice, but paid only 
10,000 to the seller, saying that tho rest 
would be paid in instalments. As secre¬ 
tary of the church council in Oldenburg, 
the councillors testified he manufactured

The Connolly Conspiracy Trial Pat Off- 
All the Rooks Poised at Quebec. 

Ottawa, April 19.—The legal fight be¬ 
tween Uncle Thomas and Nick Connolly on 
the one side and the Government on the 
other, which opened in the Assize Court 
yesterday before Judge MacMahon, 
ended in a draw, McGreevy and Connolly 
carrying their point for a postponement 
until next term, but only on the condition 
that all the books grabbed at Quebec, 
which are not the personal property of the 
Connollys or McGreevy, shall be restored 
to tho Government and all the books of the 
firm placed in the custody of Sam Blake 
within three weeks on the understanding 
that Mr. Osier is to have access to them for 
preparing tho civil suits. 

Immediately after the judge’s charge to 
the grand jury, which, by the way, contain¬ 
ed no allusion to the conspiracy case, Mr. 
Blake asked for a postponement on the 
ground of Pcrley’s illness. Affidavits by 
Nicholas Connolly and Dr. Cousens wero 
read in which it was stated that Mr. Pefloy 
was improving in health but was not 
pble to attend court, and the motion 
for postponement was made. Mr. Osier 
opposed it, but after some argument the 
motion was granted on conditions named 
above.

London, April 19.—A terrible catas¬ 
trophe took place at Hampstead Heath 
last evening by which two women and 
six children were 1 killed, anil 13 
other persons were seriously injured. 

Hampstead, which is a favorite holiday 
resort about four miles from London, was 
visited by the thousands of excursionis.s 
yesterday, and as the day closed there was 
a great rush of people to catch the trains to 
return home. 

In the rush somebody fell at the foot of a 
staircase of the railway station and in a 
moment the hundr ds of persons above 
were thrown into a struggling mass. 

The police at once closed the doors and 
set to work to extricate the dead and in¬ 
jured. 

Four of the dead have Ixsen identified as 
Ktnilv Hamilton, age 55; Annie Aylon, ngo 
40; .lohn Connor. age 9, and Thomas 
I-ongford, ago 14. The other bodies are 
those of buys of from 10 to 15 years. Many 
were injured.

I rightful Explosion al a Glycerine Fac¬ 
to iy Near Newark, The Nuperln- 

tciidcnt and Many Employes Slain. 

Nkwahk, N.J., April 19.—Hector De- 
'•astro & Co.'s powder mills, near tho land- 
Dll' st-ition of Lake Hopakong, blew up ut

Giants With Ape-Like Heads.
